BALLAY’S  NEW  INTRODUCTIONS  FOR  1938 


CORONADO — Inf.  Dec.  Bright  rose  magenta.  “Sturdy 
Oak”  was  a  name  suggested  for  this  dahlia.  Full  of 
meaning  but  hardly  a  name  for  a  flower,  we  thought. 
Nevertheless,  sturdiness  is  a  major  quality  of  this  variety 
both  as  to  the  ruggedness  of  the  bloom  and  the  habit 
of  growth.  Very  large  in  size  and  of  excellent  build 
and  texture,  it  produces  magnificent  blooms  early  and 
freely,  and  the  color  is  more  attractive  than  it  may 
sound.  A  trifle  brighter  and  lighter  than  Wenoka,  the 
flowers  are  considerably  larger  but  plant  growth  is  not  so 
tall.  It  won  as  Best  Undisseminated  Decorative  at  San 
Francisco  and  was  reported  on  as  being  very  outstand¬ 
ing  in  Massachusetts  where  it  was  sent  for  trial.  There 
is  rugged  individuality  combined  with  beauty  and  pro¬ 
ductiveness  here.  Tubers . $15.00  net 


GALA  CALIFORNIA — Inc.  Cac.  Scarlet  orange.  A 
true  cactus  with  an  erect  that  holds  the  flower  at  just 
the  right  angle,  a  quality  not  present  in  all  cactus  varie¬ 
ties.  It  will  also  grow  and  develop  to  perfection  in  a 
warm  climate  where  so  many  cactus  varieties  fail. 

Color  is  extra  good,  and  blooming  profusely  as  it  does, 
is  unexcelled  for  all  purposes.  With  the  increasing 
interest  in  cactus  dahlias  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to 
introduce  this  very  fine  one.  Six  blooms  won  the  Gold 
Medal  at  the  San  Francisco  Show  as  the  Best  established 
3  year  old.  Gala  California  heads  the  list  of  the  1937 
“Dahlias  Champions  of  the  West,”  prepared  by  Mr. 
Edward  Salbach  for  “Homes  in  the  West.”  We  would 
suggest  that  all  dahlia  enthusiasts  especially  in  the 
West  read  this  article  in  December  issue  of  this  San

ent  from  anything  we  have  had  before,  a  lively  crimson 
violet  with  the  reverse  of  the  petals  a  lighter  shade. 

This  spectacular  flower,  held  on  the  best  of  stems  on  a 
strong  growing  plant,  is  another  Showroom  Giant  in  a 
new  shade.  It  blooms  abundantly  and  seems  to  con¬ 
tinue  indefinitely.

This  large,  deep  Dahlia  we  consider  on  a 
par  with  the  best  red  semi-cactus  or  cactus  in  existence 
today.  We  have  seen  some  of  the  new  red  cactus 
Dahlias  going  on  the  market  and  none  can  compare 
with  this  dahlia,  in  size,  depth  or  formation.  The  bush 
produces  several  blooms  of  exhibition  size  with  no  dis¬ 
branching  or  disbudding.  The  blooms  are  carried  high 
above  the  bush  on  long  stiff  stems.  Hoot . $1.50 


AMERICA'S  SWEETHEART— I.  I).  Giant  pure  yellow 
blooms  of  great  depth,  held  nearly  on  top  of  absolutely 
stiff  stems.

ADIRONDACK  SUNSET— I.  D.  Three  distinct  colors, 
vivid  scarlet,  shading  to  bright  yellow,  with  gold  re¬ 
verse.

AZURA — I.  D.  (Ballay)  Rose  lilac  with  a  bluish  sheen 
of  extra  large  size  that  can  compete  in  the  “largest 
bloom  class.”  We  have  had  many  blooms  over  a  foot 
in  diameter  on  exceptionally  strong  stems.  The  bush 
is  quite  tall  and  a  sight  to  see  with  fcur  or  mere  large 
blooms  at  one  time.  A  general  favorite  and  a  fine  root 
maker.

It  is  a  dark  flower,  almost  as  deep  in 
orange  tone  in  the  body  of  the  flower  as  marcon  is  to  red, 
but  shades  to  a  lighter  orange  at  the  edges  of  the  petals.

BETTY  COLTER — I.  D.  (Success)  The  color  is  distinc¬ 
tive  and  pleasing,  an  even  shade  of  light  salmon  red 
throughout,  shading  to  old  rose  at  base  of  long  rolled 
petals.

CALIFORNIA  IDOL— I.  D.  (Ballay)  Clear  bright 
self-colored  yellow.  In  almost  every  show  it  has  been 
a  winner  in  such  entries  as  Best  Bloom,  Largest  Bloom, 

Best  Yellow,  Best  1935  Introduction,  Most  Meritori¬ 
ous  Entry,  Best  Basket,  etc.  At  San  Francisco  last 
year  a  15-inch  bloom  won  as  the  Largest  Flower  in  the 
show.  It  is  a  fine  grower  with  a  deep  flower  on  clear 
glistening  yellow,  a  true  pastel  shade.  The  growth 
of  the  plant  is  ideal.

Winner  also  as  Best 
Undisseminated  Semi-Cactus  at  San  Francisco.  A  very 
fine  dahlia.

CALIFORNIA  ROSE — I.  D.  (Ballay)  Clear  bright  rose. 
Exquisite  coloring,  large,  tall-growing,  describe  in  a 
few  words  salient  features  of  this  unusually  satisfactory 
Dahlia.  A  bright  salmon  rose  and  a  particularly  beau¬ 
tiful  flower  for  cutting.  Flower  large,  but  extremely 
graceful.

CADET — S.  C.  (Ballay)  Light  primrose  yellow,  almost 
cream.  This  type  of  cactus  dahlia  in  the  shade  men¬ 
tioned  is  truly  distinctive.  The  petals,  long,  well-rolled 
and  but  slightly  incurved,  are  well  placed  and  just 
numerous  enough  to  form  an  exceedingly  graceful  flower. ^

beautiful,  to  me  a  glorified  Frau  O'Bracht.  Root . $2.00

cactus  with  the  center  rows  of  petals  rather  broad  and 
spreading  but  with  the  outer  rows  decidedly  rolled  and 
well  incurved.  Color  is  just  about  as  bright  as  it  is 
possible  to  be.  Don't  pass  up  this  Super-Dahlia.  Root.  .$2.00 

DARCY  SAINSBURY — I.  D.  (Australia)  Another 
great  white  exhibited  at  the  New  York  show  in  1937. 

The  pure  white  flowers  are  very  large  and  deep  on  stems 
that  hold  them  just  right.  Tall  bush.  Root . $5.00 

DAYBREAK — I.  D.  (Australia)  Orange  scarlet  on  yel¬ 
low  ground.  Few  dahlias  have  the  soft  brilliancy  of 
this  one.  The  large  blooms  are  held  facing  on  perfect 
stems.

DR.  J.  J.  BRADFIELD — Dec.  (England)  A  massive 
flower  sometimes  described  as  an  improved  Daily  Mail.

DOKOUPILS  GIANT-  Form.  Dec.  The  blooms  of  this 
variety  are  large  and  deep,  and  have  a  color  all  their  own, 
a  soft  lilac  rose.  The  flowers  are  held  erect  at  a  forty- 
five  degree  angle  on  exceptionally  strong,  cane-like 
stems.  A  grand  dahlia.  Won  largest  in  show,  1935.

FIREMAN — I.  D.  (Success)  Cardinal  red  lightly  touched 
with  gold.  This  dazzling  red  dahlia  strikes  us  as  being 
one  of  the  best  new  ones  with  its  ideal  plant  growth  and 
free  blooming  habit.  A  winner  of  major  awards.  Root.  .$1.00 

GREY  DAWN — F.  D.  (England)  Another  very  lovely 
variety  of  creamy  grey  Avith  a  distinct  flush  of  la\’tnder. 

The  large  full  blooms  are  on  very  rigid  stems  Avell  out 
of  the  bush.  Wonderful  keepers.  Root . $2.00 

GLAMOUR — I.  D.  (Ballay)  Bright  apricot  overlaid  with 
sunset  pink.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  of  our  new  intro¬ 
ductions,  a  12-inch  floAAer  with  perfect  form  and  delight¬ 
ful  color.

The  color  is  a  light 
salmon  orange  Avith  tones  of  coral  pink.  It  Avas  runner- 
up  at  one  s1ioa\-  for  the  Achievement  Medal  and  three 
firsts  as  an  undisseminated  seedling.

It  will  never  win  as  the  largest 
flower  in  the  show  but  with  a  few  plants  it  would  not 
be  hard  to  have  a  vase  or  basket  of  12  or  even  25.  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Merit  at  Storrs.

MISS  GLORY — S.  C.  Apricot-yellow.  What  California 
Idol  is  in  the  yellow  decorative  class  this  is  to  the  yellow 
cactus.  It  is  massive  in  size,  yet  an  extremely  refined 
flower  in  every  sense.  A  free  and  an  early  bloomer 
with  perfect  stems.  At  Storrs  Trial  Gardens  it  received 
a  Certificate  of  Merit  with  a  score  of  86,  being  the 
largest  semi-cactus  and  within  one  of  the  highest  score.

MONA  LISA — I.  D.  (Ballay)  Purplish  maroon.  A 
large  and  pleasing  dark  dahlia  that  will  not  fade  in  the 
sunshine.

It  is  not  a  giant  in  size,  but 
a  queen  upon  a  throne  when  used  for  basket  arrange¬ 
ment  for  the  showroom  or  for  the  home  it  is  in  a  class  by 
itself  in  our  opinion.  Just  another  of  the  gems  that 
we  discovered.  Color,  peach  pink,  very  long  stiff  stems, 
free  bloomer.

MILTON  J.  CROSS — I.  D.  Easily  the  biggest  prize 
winner  of  the  new  1936  dahlias,  winning  five  medals, 
including  3  American  Home  Achievement  Medals.

OAKLEDGE  TRIUMPH— F.  D.  Apricot  and  bronze- 
shaded  blooms  or  large  size  and  on  good  stems.  A  very 
good  dahlia.

PACIFIC  SPLENDOR— I.  D.  (Ballay)  Nearly  white  at 
the  center  with  the  body  of  the  flower  delicate  lavender 
pink,  a  true  pastel  shade.  The  soft  tones  of  this  flower 
give  it  a  distinctive  beauty  and  a  definite  appeal.  The 
blooms  are  large  with  good  substance  and  with  petals 
broad  and  slightly  waved.  Growing  habits  are  good 
in  all  respects.  Last  year  at  the, big  Mid-West  Show 
at  Cincinnati  this  variety  was  awarded  the  Achieve¬ 
ment  Medal,  grown  and  exhibited  ,by  Sparks  Dahlia 
Gardens,  Columbus,  Ind.  Was  also  Best  Unc^issemi- 
nated  Decorative  at  the  San  Francisco  Show.  Under 
No.  1188  it  received  a  certificate  at  East  Lansing  in 
1935  at  the  West  Virginia  Trial  Gardens;  also  at  the 
Ohio  Trial  Gardens  with  a  score  of  88.
